“ These nations will be invited to 
take part in the conference at San 
Francisco next April. in order’ to 
discuss a future world organisation.

fTurkey, Egypt, Iceland, Chile, 
Ecuador, Paraguay, Peru, Uruguay 
and Venezuela.” 


A few minutes after the Ankara 
announcement, the German 
Official News Agency broadcast 
a report that Turkey would be at 
war with the Axis as from March 
1st, but made no comment. 


Continuing his statement, the 
Turkish Foreign Minister said: 
“The National Assembly’s objective 
has always been the maintenance of 
sincere and friendly relations among 
all the nations, so that they may 
live in full security and in- 
dependence; and the Government of 
the Turkish Republic, having 
embraced this principle as the 
foundation of its foreign policy, 
took its stand at the side of the 
peace-loving nations before the out- 
break of this world war. 

“ Everyone knows that in the face 
of the most varied dangers and 
crises, the Turkish Government has 
continued insistently to abide by the 
requirements of these alliances, and 
to march without wavering on the 
path she had taken since the begin- 
ning of the World War. Thus, dy 
the resolutions of August 2nd, 1944, 
and of January 3rd, 1945, respec- 
tively, the Turkish Government 
severed relations first with Germany 
and then with Japan.

Rokossovsky’s troops, in the 
north, spreading across the main 
Danzig-Berlin railway line, are now 
at a point little more than 30 miles 
from the Fee City. 

KGnigsberg is described as “ half 
ruined” after Soviet air attacks. It 
is disclosed that in the last raid the 
Russians bombed the city for 24 
hours. 

The Red Army in East Prussia 
is now fighting more than 1,000 
miles from Moscow, and the first 
Soviet trains, running direct from 
Smolensk, have reached the 
. province, which means that the 
Soviet broad gauge has now been 
substituted over the whole length 
of the line. 

The intensification of Saqviet 
attacks in Southern Silesia, in the 
direction of the Czechoslovak 
frontier, suggests that Marshal 
Koniev may be aiming at clearing} 
the remainder of Silesia and securing 
his long left flank by basing it on a 
formidable barrier of the Sudeten 
Mountains, writes a Reuter military 
observer.

France, overrun in 1940, could 
not fulfil her promise; but three 
years later Great Britain contri- 
buted £20,000,000 worth of arms 
to Turkey. In 1941 Anglo- 
Turkish staff talks took place. 
In the winter of 1943, when the 
tide of war— which had swept 
right up to the Caucasian foot- 
hills—had turned, Turkey was 
invited to join the United 
Nations. She refused, but, under 
Allied pressure, the links that 
held her to the Axis were severed 
one by one. First, the Turks 
ceased .to supply Germany with 
chrome; next, they severed diplo- 
matic relations with her, and, 
finally, they broke off with Japan. 
Now the final step has been 
taken. The extent to which 
Turkey’s decision will influence 
the-course of the war is uncertain. 
Her intervention would have 
been of enormous value both to 
Great Britain and to Russia in 
the earlier years, when the free 
use of the Dardanelles would 
have enabled the two Allies to 
maintain direct and intimate con- 
tact. It has less apparent utility 
nowadays, when Russia holds all 
that matters of the Black Sea 
coast. If, indeed, as is generally 
assumed, General Alexander pro- 
poses to drive northwards in 
order to link hands with the Red 
Army’s thrust into Central 
Europe, the Dardanelles and 
Black Sea route may have more 
than one advantage over the hard
